July 8, 2015 


The July meeting of the Hannibal Amateur Radio Club was called to order by Don (KD@HHN) at 
7:30 PM with 13 members and 6 guests present. Introductions were done, and Don mentioned that 3 
of the guests, Bob Miles, Maria Comstock and David Wright were students in the Technician class 
that he, Larry (WB2UFO) and Cliff (K@CA) just completed and they would be testing tonight. They 
were all wished good luck on the testing. There were no proposals for membership this month. 


Don asked if everyone had a chance to read over the minutes for last month’s meeting. he then 
asked for any changes or additions to the minutes. With none forthcoming, a motion was made by 
Carol (WAQ9EFV) and seconded by Tony (W@PGL) to accept the minutes of the June meeting. The 
motion carried 


Treasurer’s report. 
Larry (WB2UFO) reported that last month’s ending balance was $1645.09 and this month’s 


ending balance was $1492.20. The CD balance was $1320.65 making the total assets $2812.85. A 
motion was made by JD (W@AJD) and seconded by Cliff (K@CA) to accept the Treasurer’s report. 
The motion carried. 


Repeaters 
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Fred (KBOWIL) reported no problems with the repeaters. 


Unfinished Business 

Field Day — Don (KD@HHN) reported that this year’s score was 2552 points with 509 QSO’s being 
made by Cliff (K@CA) on CW, 2 contacts by digital and 254 QSO’ by phone. The score was 338 
points more than last year, and this was operating for only 16 hours instead of the full 24 due to 
Health Department concerns. This also included 100 bonus points for an educational program done 
by Larry (WB2UFO) on the N1MM+ program. Cliff (K@CA) also reported that we contacted all 50 
states during Field Day and out of 83 sections in the ARRL, we contacted 78. He thanked Larry 
(WB2UFO) for all of his work on the GOTA station, not only for the points accumulated, but also for 
getting several new prospective hams on the air over the past few years. He also thanked Don 
(KD@HHN) for the dinner, and reiterated that you did not have to operate on Field Day to come to the 
dinner, that everyone was welcome. He has also downloaded the QSO’s to the Logbook of the World 
and we've gotten over 100 from Field day. 

Don (KD@HHN) also reported that Field Day counted as ARES® training and it added 160 hours 
for training this year. He also reported that we have an invitation from the Marion County Ambulance 
District to do Field Day next year at their new training/administrative facility. The Technician class 
was completed there and the instructors were very pleased with the facility. The ambulance district 
has also suggested that if it worked out, that this could be a permanent home for Field Day, and it 
was suggested that the club could hold a meeting there so everyone could view the facility first hand. 
A motion was made by Larry(WB2UFO) seconded by Steve (KD@UVU) to look around for other 
places to host field day as well. Cliff (K@CA) said this would be a good idea as it would establish 
relationships between the club and different agencies in the area. This motion carried. Another 
motion was made by Ed (NOWNV) seconded by JD (W@AUJD) that if the schedule allows, the 
September meeting of the club be held at the Marion County Ambulance District. This motion also 
carried. Don (KD@HHN) also reported that the Ambulance district was interested in putting a 
permanent ham station at their facility. Bonnie (WBOWAP) asked if the station at the Health 
department would be taken down by not doing Field Day there. Steve (KD@UVU) said that the 
station would stay there as it belonged to the Health Department. Discussion was entertained about 
doing a special event at the Health Department. Cliff(K@CA) mentioned the annual Simulated 
Emergency Test, which usually takes place in October. Don said he would check on that and report 
back.. A motion was made by Larry (WB2UFO) and seconded by Ed (NOWNYV) to look into doing this. 
The motion carried. 


New Business 

Don(KD@HHN) reported that there were 2 severe weather activations last month and that the help 
with them was appreciated. Larry (WB2UFO) asked how the nets were activated and Don reported 
that if he were contacted by John Hark, Emergency Management, or National Weather Service, he 
would come up on the 625 machine and activate the net.

The Mark 
Twain lighthouse is on their list and the club used to do the event. Discussion was held about the 
possibility of doing it this year. Cliff and Fred have QSL cards for the lighthouse. Don said he would 
check with Parks Department about either the lighthouse site or Lover's Leap. Cliff said that to 
operate, you need to be able to see the lighthouse. Larry (WB2UFO) said he would take charge of it. 
If we cannot do it this year, we will work on it for next year. JD(W@AJD) also suggested operating off 
the riverboat like we have done in the past. We as a club need to get back into doing things like this 
to help keep in interest going in Amateur Radio
